SYMPTOMS OF BATTLE. 


"From the West-Chester Republ'n, March 27. 
DEMOCRATIC COUNTY MEET- 


ING. 


In pursuance of the recommendation" 


of the meeting held in West-Chester, 
on the 9th of "March. 1829, about six 
hundred Democratic 
Republicans of 


Chester county, assembled in county 
meeting, at the house of Jonathan Dil- 
ler.«in Downingtown. on'Thuisday, the 
26th inst. 
Among the persons assem- 


bled was perceived a large number of 
those who, fora long series of years, 
have been known as staunch and unwa- 
vering supporters of the principles of 
democracy, and who, respectable and 
respected, have deservedly enjoyed a 
great sharp of influence in the party. 


The meeting being found too large to 


be accommodated in the house, assem- 
bled out of doors, when about two o'- 
clock, it was cal'^d to order by Gen. 
Joshua Evans. 
Whereupon Colonel 


CromweU'Pearce, was appointed Pres- 
ident; John Dowlin and Arthur ^An- 
drews, JrfVice Presidents ; John .bea- 
ver and George V7. Parke, Secretaries. 


After the meeting was thus organised,- 


it was addressed by Thomas S. Bell, 
Esq. on behalf of the delegates appoin- 
ted at the county meeting of the 15th of 
January last, to represent thexounty in 
the convention which satat Harrisburg, 
for the purpose of nominating a candi- 
date for the office of Governor, and 
which delegates were refused to be re- 
ceived by the convention. 
Mr. Bell 


stated" that his colleagues and himself 
thought it a duty incumbent on them to 
render to their constituents some ac 
count of the manner in which they had 
attempted to discharge the trust com- 
mitted to them. He then v/enr into a 
detail of the evidence, on the subject of 
the usages of the democratic party of 
the county, laid before the convention, 
and concluded with the statement of the 
cause why, in the face of this evidence, 
the legitimate representatives of the de- 
mocracy of Chester were refused ad- 
mittance to seats. 


Resolved, That the President appoint 


a grand committee of forty-three, to 
consist of one person for each township 
in the county, to draft an address to ihe 
democratic republicans of Pennsylva- 
nia, and to report resolutions expressive 
of the sense of this meeting, on the sub- 
ject of their deliberations. 


After which the meeting adjourned 


until the committee should prepare 
their report. 
After some time the 


meeting were again called to order,— 
when the following Address and Reso- 
lutions were submitted by the commit- 
tee, and aftei having been separately 
read and considered, were adopted 
without a dissenting voice. 


TO THE DEMOCRATIC REPUB- 


LICANS OF PENNSYLVANIA. 


Felto'v Citizens: 


If an uniform submission to the de- 


clared will of the Party,—and a zealous 
and unwavering support of candidates, 
fairly and honestly selected, be consid- 
ered as evidence of merit,—the Demo- 
cratic Repiiblicans of the County of 
Chester will not be thought to arro- 
gate too much, when they ciairn to be 
entitled to the cojandcnce o^their breth- 
ren, in other portions of the state, aiid 
ask a candid attention to an exposition 
of the v. ronj^s lo which they have re- 
cently been subjected. 


Through all the political conflicts 


which ha^cajntdUidlhe coiTUTionwvuuh, 
we have :mari<ibJy been found laboring 
in the great cause of the people, and 
struggling a«;«iinsi the operations of the 
powerful and disciplined opponents by 
•whom v. x- ha- e been vui rounded. 
Our 


object, k our constant efforts have been 
to Mj.vuin the principles and give effect 
to the determinations of the great de- 
mocratic f,ipvi«y of the state. 
In ihe 


support of thtse principles, we feel a 
just" pride in declaring that the demo- 
crats of this ccvmu ha-.s resisted, with 
sin^-if.ar firmness and unamvnity, all :he ; 
scducthe considerancns oflocal inter-; 
est. and personal aggrandizement. 


A-nong the democratic principles to 


which we ha\e. by our <-,cti, shown our- 


gieat. 


, and fundamental maxim—that the mi- 


nority should always submit to the will 
of the majority, when fairly and un- 
doubtedly expressed. No man who re- 
gards truth, will venture to affirm of the 
democracy of Chester county, that it 
has ever been found wanting in the per- 
formance of that paramount duty to the 
parly. What has been the reward of 
our fidelity, and steadfast devotion to 
the cause ? To answer this question, it 
is necessary that we recur briefly to 
facts : 


It is known to you,, fellow citizens, 


that at a meeting of the Democratic 
members of the legislature, held at liar- 
risburg, on the third day of December 
last, it was "recommended to the De- 
mocratic citizens of rhe several coun- 
ties and districts of this commonwealth 
to appoint as manv delegates as they 
are entitled to members of the stale 
legislature, to meet in Convention in 
the borough of Herrisburg, on the 4th 
day of Match, 1829, then and thereto 
nominate a candidate for the office of 
Governor, a^eeably to the usages of 
the Demo&rtlic party." 
In pursuance 


of this recommendation, our standing 
Secretaries, who have, for nearly thirty 
years past, been annually and regularly 
appointed to attend to such duties, ad- 
vertised a general County Meeting re- 
questing uthe Democratic Republicans 
of Chester count}-5' to assemble at the 
usual place, on the 15th day of January, 
for the purpose of appointing five dele- 
gates, to represent us in the Convention 
to be" held at Harrisburg, to nominate a 
candidate for Governor. The County 
Meeting was accordingly held. It was 
one of the largest and most respectable 
e\er assembled on such an occasion, 
within the county of Chester : and eve- 
ry proceeding had thereat was strict!} 
in conformity to "the usage of the de- 
mocratic party." Agreeably to thai" u- 
sa.ge, five of our fellow citizens, who 
stand deservedly high in'the confidence 
of the party, were appointed to repre- 
sent usin theConvention at Hai risburg. 
It having been our invariable usage to 
furnish instructions to oar delegates, 
they were on that occasion directed to 
support,by all honorable and fairmeans, 
a distinguished son of Pennsylvania, 
with whose worth and virtues it is our 
happiness to be intimately acquainted. 
It was our belief, that if anew candidate 
should be resohed on, the gentleman 
thus designated would be acceptable to 
a large majority of our brethren thro'- 
out the state : and it was perfectly well 
known to us, that he was the decided 
choice of at least nine-tenths of the de- 
mocratic republicans of our own coun- 
tv. That we were not mistaken in our 
jimpressions, has been abundantly man- 
ifested by subsequent e\ents. It is true, 
that certain persons were in attendance 
at the county meeting—who, finding 
themselves in a hopeless minority, a- 
dopted the expedient of cavilling at the 
mode, and protesting against the regu- 
larity of the proceedings : But it is e- 
qually true, that a majority of these 
persons are notorious throughout our 
county, as the old, uniform, and violent 
opponents of democracy : and a large 
portion of their coadjutors has long 
been estranged from the democratic 
ranks. The object, as well as the cha- 
racter, of those dissentients, was spee- 
dily perceived : and their sinister at- 
tempts to interfere with the concerns of 
the party, were promptly frustrated by 
an o*. erw helming vote of the meeting. 
The exceptions raised against the pro- 
ceeding, by the intruders, w ere known 
to every democrat present, to foe ulterly 
frholous ajul unfounded : and such has 
been ihe sentence, uniformly and indig- 
aantlv pronounced on them, by the nu- 
merous meetings, since held, in the 
principal democratic districts of the 
county. Thus foiled in their efforts, tH- 
dissentients next resorted to the pro- 
ject of a conieiV.ion of township dele— 
gates, under the pretext of a desire to ' 
revise, and confer regularity upon th<* 
; 


couniy proceedings. 
To promote this ; 


scheme, they held out th? idea thai they 
were mtrelv dissatisfied with the old-, 
end tf,i{;hh.<>hifl mode of appointment by 
county meeting, which they proposed to 
change : And thai they had no objection 
to the delegates already chosen. 
"With 


all the aid ihcy could derive from these 
ai-sd wrious other false and hollow pre- 
tences, they v. ere only enabled to pro- 
cure a delegation from 18, out of 4.0 
townships in the county, who would c\- 
Dress dKsdiisfe.ciion with the proceed- 
ings of the regular meeting :a::d ar.tiTn- 
] 


ber of tLc:-e. objected solely on the 
grourd of a preference foriov. nship 
delegations. 
In most of those 1 ^ town- 


ships, ihe delegates were appok.ted by 
a -very few person*.—frequently oi.ly 


three or four. 
Such is, briefly, the his- 


tory of the transactions which resulted^ 
in the appointment of the second set of 
delegates from this county, to the Har- 
risburg Convention. 


These second Delegates, conscious*of 


their spurious character, took the pre- 
caution to go forward without ins/ruc- 
tions;for reasons which their subse- 
quent conduct has rendered too obvious 
to require specification. They were ad- 
mitted to a seat, by a most exLraQtTd!na- 
ry combination of votes ; and, as we are 
well informed, in consequence of direct 
o\ertures,and conflicting pledges, to the 
friends of rh al candidates. They were 
admitted, too, in defiance of the clear- 
est and most irrefragable evidence.— 
Our regular delegates produced, bef'uie 
the Convention, the original minutes of 
the proceedings of the democratic party 
of this county, for a long series of years, 
as well as various other documents, 
which proved, conclusively, that they 
were the genuine representathes of the 
party, and hud been appointed accoid- 
insi to long established usage. We ven- 
ture to assert, there is not a county in 
the State, where the business of the 
party is conducted with more system 
and legularity, than it is in Chester; 
.and vie do not believe there was a dele- 
gation from any other county, whose 
credentials could have been so well au- 
thenticated, as were those of the dele- 
gates appointed at our county meeting. 
Yet, in jh/i face of all this evidence, 
were they thrust from their seats, to 
make room for the instruments of a fac- 
tion, who went prepared to barter away 
the rights of the people. 
Having u- 


sarped the places of our legitimate,, re- 
presentatives, the spurious delegates at 
once developed the enormity of their 
treachery to the known wishes of our 
county. The result shows that they not 
only misrepresented the county, but that 
they were the instruments by which the 
voice of the majority of the Democrat- 
ic Republicans ot the Stale, was wan- 
tonly suppressed 
We do most solemn- 


ly and indignantly declare, that the per- 
sons whn dared thus to act in :hc name 
of the democracy of Chester county, 
were neither the representatives of the 
democratic party, nor had they the 
slightest pretension to its confidence.— 
Their every act was in opposition to 
our wishes, and an outrage upon our 
!• 
T- 
We deem it, therefore, to be due to 


our democratic fellow-citizens through- 
out the State, as well as to ourselves, to 
proclaim the fraud which has been 
practised upon them, and upon us.— 
This duty-is an irksome and painful 
one ; hut we will never dishonor the 
name of republicans, by tamely consen- 
ting to be disfranchised. Had our re- 
presentatives been received, and the 
nominations fairly made, it would be 
our pride and pleasure, as it ever has 
been, to give it our cordial and zealous 
support; but we have yet to learn that 
it is our duty, or that it would become 
us, as Freemen, to sustain the acts of 
those who trample on our rights. 
We 


cannot, indeed, believe that the gentle- 
man who finally received the votes of 
the Convention, will sanction the pro- 
cedure for a moment, aftri he shall ha'- e 
learned the enormity of its character. 
But, we apprehend this is a matter 
which is not limited, in its bearings, to 
the privileges of candidates; nor even 
to the rights of a particular county. 
It is a concern which comes most em- 
phatically home to every republican in 
the commonwealth. When rights are 
invaded, the cause of a part, becomes 
the cause of the whole. 


Bu/ this » not all.—We cannot close 


our eyes upon the fact, that extraneous 
influence "*ilS made lo iiiterfere with the 
do^ic-aiic politics of Pennsylvania. A 
strange crisis in our puijli:: aSuirs, has 
arrhcd. Hitherto, the f r&j 'c of each 
sovereign Slate, have been permitted, 
without molestation from without, to 
select their own officers. 
In the ex- 


ercise of this sacred right, the democ-: 
racy of this Stale has been, hitherto, ' 
unaccustomed lo experience the influ- 
ence of foreign agency. To admit of 
such interference, and much mo; e to 
fall prostrate under the consummation 
of a plan, concerted at the national se?t; 
of government, and carried into suc- 
cesi-ful operation in comcnlion. v.ould 
argue such a degradation, moral and 
political, as to render us unworthy of 
ihe name and rights of freemen. \ el i 
^o it is.

Jackson assumed the Presidential chair, I 
ere intrigue and management «: c re- i 
sorted to, In order to secure the eleva- 
tion of a political aspirant, as his si*c- i 
cessor. The.-e things arc adverted to j 
with pain ; but in honor an<] honesty,] 


we feel bound to say what, according 
to our conviction, is the truth, that the 
nomination at Harrisburg, was the first 
fruits of a system, intended to be put in 
operation in 'Pennsylvania, which, in 
its result^ is designed to forestal the 
voice of the Party 4n this Srate, and se- 
cure its support to the pretensions of a 
future candidate for the Presidency. 


We cannot believe that the people of 


Pennsylvania will tolerate fraud and in- 
justice, at home — nor that they arc pre- 
pared to carry into effect the ill-conceal- 
ed plans of intriguers from abroad. — 
They cannot failto perceive the wrongs 
which have been inflicted by the recent 
convention; and we cannot doubt their 
readiness to apply the proper con eclive. 


We. therefore, invite the attention of 


our Democratic fellow citizens through- 
out the state, to the following resolu- 
tions : 


JResoIved, That in, the* Convention 


held at Harrisburg on the 4th, 5th & 6th 
of the present month, the legitimate 
Representatives of the Democratic. Re- 
publicans of Chester county were most 
unjustly excluded from their scats, and 
a spurious delegation admitted in their 
stead, in violation of our rights as a con- 
stituent portion of the Democracy of 
the commonwealth. 


Resolved, That the spurious delegates, 


admitted to a seat in the said Conven- 
tion, not only grossly misrepresented the 
known will of the democratic party in 
Chester county, but also, became the in- 
struments by which the choice of the 
majority of the Democratic Republi- 
cans in the State"; was palpably contem- 
ned and defeated. 


Resolved, That while it is the ac- 


knowledged part of good citizens to 
sustain the choiceof the majority, when 
fairly ascertained, so,' also, is it the 
bound en duty of freemen to assert their 
rights, ^whenever they may be violated 
by intrigue, barter, or fraudulent com- 
binations. 


Resolved. That it be recommended to 


our Democratic fellow citizens, in the 
several counties of this commonwealth, 
to "adopt measures for revising the pro- 
ceedings of the late Convention at liar- 
risburg, in order that justice may be 
'done to the whole party : ar-d to that 
end, we submit ihee^Dediency of anoth- 
er Convention, to be he'd at Harrisburg 
on the 28th clay of May next. 


Resolved, (If our Democratic breth- 


ren of other counties concur in the ex- 
pediency of another Convention,) that 
our Delegates, appointed on the 15th 
day ofJanuary last, be requested to re- 
present us in said Convention. 


Resohed, That the thanks of this 


meeting be presented to the delegates, 
appointed rit our County meeting on the 
15th of January last, for the prompt- 
ness and fidelity with which they at- 
tempted the discharge of their duties. 


Resolved, That Wm. Evans, George 


Hartman, sen. Arthur Andrews, Doct. 
Geo. H. Brinton. Doct. Winner Wor- 
thington, and Wm. Work, be a Com- 
mittee of Correspondence, to serve un- 
til our annual meeting, in August next. 


Resolved, That the proceedings of 


this meeting, be published in all the 
Democratic papers of the State.

Testimonies of confidence and attach- 
ment from no portion of my felloyr citi- 
zens are more highly appiecialecl by 
me than those which are rendered by 
the- class to which you belong.

circle, of human society/no class is 
more useful, none more deserving of 
p'iblic support and encouragement. ,A , 
nation may possess the advantages of a 
genial climate and a fertile soil, its gra- 
naries may be full to oversowing, its 
fields may teem with the finest flocks, 
it may abound in all the varied produc- 
tions of the earth; but if the arlsare 
not introduced and successfully-culti- 
vated, or ifihey are suffered to languish, - 
for the want of due encouragement, that 
nation cannot be comfortable, great and 
powerful, nor, I will add,-independent. 
• It was this reflection that prompted 
me long ago to enlist under the flag, 
bearing the inscription of Domestic 
Manufactures and Internal Improve- 
ments, which adorns the wall behind 
me. The nation wisely adopted the 
policy; and the nation is now reaping 
the rich harvest of the forecast of Con- 
°ress. 
Is there, in this wide spread 


country, a'patriotic heart that does not 
swell with pride at the contemplation 
of the rapid'progress of the arts and the 
high degree of perfection which'they 
have already attained, under the foster- 
ing care of government? 
And yet he 


must be ah inexperienced or sleeping 
mariner'who does^not see a gathering 
storm thai threatens, at ao distant day, 
to destroy that system under which the ~ 
mechanic and manufacturing arts have 
so greatly prospered. It would be fol- 
ly and madness to shut our eyes, and 
conceal from ourselves the'fact ..that a 
great, and, I fear, a doubtful struggle is 
just at hancL The Hall of the house of 
Representatives will be its theatre; and ~ 
at the next session_of Congress the tug" 
of war will be there exhibited.- -- 


I hope the American System may 


survive the impending contest. 
Sus- 


tained, as in my humble judgment it is, 
both by the Constitution and by the 
soundest policy, it ought to prevail.— 
But, if, in its origin, it had been doubt- 
ful ; if it had been even wiser,-to have 
disregarded the experience of all great 
nations, and to have suffered the infant 
arts to make their unassisted way,,a- 
gainst the overwhelming competition 
from the practised skill and long accu- 
mulated capitals of rival'nations,-the 
question, which is now presented, is to-.,. 
tally different. 
The policy of protec 


tion has been solemnly adopted- and 
proclaimed by the Governrneritnotonce 
only, bot ae-itin and again. Under faith 
of it. capital has been invested, large es- 
tablishments formed, and the industry 
of thousands of our fellow citizens ap- 
plied.—To abandon, at this time, the 
policy thus sanctioned, would manifest 
an unsteadiness and caprice discredita- 
ble to government. It would inflict the 
greatest injustice and cruelty on indi- 
viduals, and be productive of calamity 
to the nation. In the affairs of thelgov- 
ernment, there is a vast difference be- 
tween the institution and the abolition 
of measures oi'Natio?ial policy.—When 
a scheme to advance the general pros- 
perity is first"proposed, it may be con j 
scientiously opposed by a statesman, 
who, afirr it has been carried into prac- 
tical operation, would not feel himself 
justified in voting its repeal. 


We have, fellow citizens, just termi- 


nated a long, arduous, and embittered 
contest for the office of Chief Magis- 
trate of our country. 
It raged with a 


violence which we ought to hope will 
not be often exhibited. 
Duringits cors- 


linuaijce, society \vas shook to its cen- 
tic, and the most intimate ties of con- 
nexion were rent asunder. 
The will 


of the majority has been expressed, and 
the will of the majority ought to be res- 
pected. 
17) our free instii'itions, popu- 


lar elections are happily frequent. 
But 


unlrss we mean to perpetuate feuds, 
and render immortal animosities exci- 
ted in the heat of the struggle, it should 
be the wish and the aim of all lo traii- 
qvilizc society, and to restore its har- 
mony, after the decision of the majority 
has been fairly pronounced. This ef- 
fort to heal wounds and re-unite breth- 
ren who 3>a\e Ix-cn .separated J>y pas- 
sion or misconception,^s perfectly con- 
sistent with the dui} of Batching in fu- 
ture, over our K'Vrs. uid of bringing 
theinnras^r^s lotl-csluMlartl ofrrasoTj.

We imagine that the dense fog of 


prejudice which enveloped many of the 
acts of the late Administration is now 
clearing ofl', and that they will soon 
appear in their true character and pro- 
portions. 
It will be found that no era 


in the affairs of our national concerns 
has been attended with more devotion 
to the public good, on the part of pub- 
lic servants, than the period of the last 
four years.

The only difference 
in the two cases is this—Binns was em- 
ployed by the Secretary of the Treasu- 
ry to do the job and paid in advance : 
Hill was remunerated by the President 
after he had finished his. Binns had 
the shabby sum of g 100 per. annum— 
Hill has enough for a coach and six. 


While on the subject of office-seek- 


ers, we cannot omit a brief description 
of one of those gentry who lately flock- 
ed to Washington, in quest of a situa- 
tion. 
He was a brainless Doctor of 


Medicine, who from having once been" 
lookedon by General Jackson, in Ten- 
nessee, took it into his empty noddle 
that he could get an office by barely ask- 
ing ; and that the only qualification ne- 
cessary'to fill it was that of being able to 
drink grog, get drunk, and treat his vis- 
iters.

It is true that 
the navigation of the Black Sea is very 
dangerous, even in April, and that it is 
almost impossible to furnish provisions 
to Varna and the other ports in Bulga- 
ria by that way.—But it is to be suppo- 
sed that necessary precautions to sup- 
ply them were taken at the time when 
that sea was yet navigable.

vents, if It became indispensible to 
strengthen the garrisons of those pla- 
ces, it would be less difficult to trans- 
port provisions now, than during the 
last months. ai> the magazines of Bes- 
sarabia arc overflowing with supplies, 
which have accumulated until an army 
of 500,000 men might be supported 
with them for more than eight months.
